GHI BoardReelects 
EdBurgoonas Prexy

As another expression of confi- 
dence in the present leadership of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the board of 
directors reelected its present slate 
of officers at an organization meet- 
ing, Thursday, March 24. 

Ed Burgoon was unanimously 
elected for a sixth straight term 
as president. He has held the office 
since January 1, 1955. Also reelect- 
ed unanimously were vice-president 
Frank Lastner and treasurer Lloyd 
Moore. They have served in these 
capacities for 5 and 3 years, res- 
pectively. Bruce Bowman, who has 
been secretary since the inception 
of GHI, ran into some opposition 
but won handsomely over the other 
nominated board members, Henry 
Brautigam and Hans Jorgensen. 

Areas of Decision 

Burgoon, in his “inaugural” ad- 
dress, listed 11 areas which will 
absorb the attention of the board 
in the coming year. Of major im- 
portance is the disposition of the 
land sale proceeds. Tied in with 
this are decisions regarding the im- 
provement of the exterior appear- 
ance of the frame homes, the finan- 
cing of resales, and a program of 
housing for the elderly. In con- 
nection with sales, Burgoon ex- 
pressed séme concern over the ex- 
tent to which sales prices on some 
homes have been inflated. 

Other matters cited as needing 
study are ways of increasing cor- 
porate income to hold down monthly 
charges and of investing still more 
temporarily idle corporation funds 
in short-term paper to create some 
income. Burgoon Suggested a fur- 
ther review of sales office operation 
and income. A study of corpora- 
tion-owned vacant land, including 
apartment-owned GDC property, 
‘was also mentioned. Suggestions 
had been made to use part of this 
property for a professional build- 
ing. 

Further landscaping improve- 
ments, a possible examination of 
voting procedures, and support for 
enactment of a dog control ordi- 
nance by the city government that 
would provide more effective con- 
trol, completed the list. In con- 
nection with .voting procedures, 
Burgoon expressed concern over the 
large number of proxy votes that 
were cast in last week’s election. 
He felt that perhaps the proxy 
should be restricted to persons who 
are unavoidably unable to vote. 

To develop policy positions on 
these matters, Burgoon appointed 
4 committee chairmen: finance - 
Moore; land use - Brautigam; land- 
Scane - Jorgensen; and personne] - 
Lastner. 

Tid-bits

Police News Review 


An alert citizen spotted two young 
fellows syphoning gas from a car 
in 17 Court on Sunday morning and 
notified police.

Greenbelt Junior High was broken 
into last week. A few chairs were 
reported broken as well as two 
windows. Two more reports. of 
broken windows were received by 
the police this week. Both inci- 
dents, although in different parts 
of Greenbelt, occurred within minu- 
tes of each other. 

Police were called to the scene of 
an auto accident last Thursday at 
noon. Three autos, following be- 
hind a school bus which made a 
right turn off Greenbelt Road ap- 
parently did not slow up in time 
to avoid a rear-end collision. Two 
young women were taken to the 
hospital with possible back in- 
juries. The/bus and its occupants 
were not involved in the actual ac- 
cident. 

A young boy who had been placed 
on probation a few weeks ago after 
being found guilty of breaking into 
Greenbelt Junior High School was 
caught breaking into one of the 
houses he had been previously ac- 
cused of breaking into. He has now 
been sentenced to the Maryland 
State Training School for an in- 
Gefinite period. 

Police Chief Jim Williams re- 
turned from a wek’s training for 
Police Chiefs with a rating of 
second highest in a class of thirty. 
Officer Marshall (Bud) Zoellner is 
attending an advanced fingerprint- 


ing course with the FBI this week. 


In a final drive statement, Al 
Skolnik, president of the paper's 
governing board; reminded resi- 
dents that the paper is delivered 
free to every household in Green- 
belt and therefore is completely 
dependent on advertising income 
for its existence. 

“When anticipated advertising 
income is insufficient to pay the 
costs of publication, the paper has 
no other recourse but to seek as- 
sistance from its readers or to cut 
back operations.” i 

No set amount has been suggest- 
ed for each family to contribute, 
but Skolnik declared that “We ac- 
cept gratefully any amount that 
a family wishes to donate. on the 
basis of what it feels the paper 
has been worth to it during the 
past year. If people are seeking 
more of a guide for their donation, 
I might point out that if the News 
Review were on a_ subscription 
basis, the rate would be $2 a year.”

To Negotiate Lease 


On New Fire House 

City manager Charles McDonald 
will meet with representatives of 
the fire department and _ rescue 
squad to negotiate a lease on the 
soon-to-be completed fire depart- 
ment building. Earl Thomas, 
spokesman for the volunteer group, 
reiterated his preference for an 
outright deed to the building at a 
special city council meeting March 
21, but indicated he was pre- 
pared to accept a 25 year lease at a 
nominal rental. It was indicated 
by the manager that the bonds sold 
to finance the three public build- 
ings in planning or completion 
stages now would make it impos- 
sible to transfer ownership of the 
fire department building to the vol- 
unteers. 

Still under study and discussion 
is the question of a fire alarm 
system to be installed in the fire 
department and youth center 
building. i

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What is the Money For 


During the week of April 4 your local newspaper, the Greenbelt 
News Review, will hold its Second Annual Drive for funds. In each 
court, a neighbor of yours has volunteered to conduct a house-to- 
house canvass. These volunteers have been asked to solicit funds 
on the basis of ‘What the News Review has been worth to you and 
your family during the past year.” 

We have been asked many questions in connection with the 
drive, but the one asked most frequently is “what will the money 
be used for?’ Perhaps the best way to answer this question is to 
relate what happened to the money that was raised last year 
through the fund drive.

Last Year’s Drive 

Last year through the wonderful and conscientious efforts 
of our volunteer collectors, we raised about $1,500. Of this amount, 
$650 went to pay off old debts that had accumulated from the pre- 
vious year as the result of the drop in advertising revenue.; $200 
went to pay the cost of extending delivery service to new residen- 
tial homes and apartments and of providing more reliable service 
to the older homes; and the balance — about $650 — was set up 
in a revolving fund to be used to assure the publication of a 4- 
page newspaper every week, regardless of the ups and downs of ad- 
vertising income. 

We are confident that the fund drive money has served well 
the purpose for which it was directed. We feel certain that Green- 
belt residents appreciate the fact that our revolving fund has 
permitted us to publish a 4-page paper in all but three weeks dur- 
ing the last year. What a contrast with the previous year when 
the paper was reduced to 2 pages on 21 different occasions be- 
cause of insufficient funds! 

4-page Paper Assured 

The satisfaction to be derived from a regular 4-page news- 
paper are almost too numerous to mention. From the standpoint 
of service to the community, a 4-page paper has the advantage of 
providing enough space for reporting adequately church news, 
club news, and other community activities which is considered to 
paper. Local organizations can be assured that news of their ac- 
tivities will appear in print as long as 4-page papers appear reg- 
ularly. 

From the standpoint of our staff, a regular 4-page publica- 
tion permits us to plan each week’s issue without worrying wheth- 
er we have too much news copy for a 2-page issue or not enough 
for a 4-page issue. For example ,last September we were able 
to plan ahead and devote entire pages of copy to the city council 
election — to the platforms and biographies of candidates —- with- 
out regard as to whether advertising was sufficient to pay the way. 
We were able to do this because we had a revolving fuhd which 
eould be used to subsidize printing costs when the pressures for 
coverage of important local happenings so demanded. 

Delivery Service 

We feel sure that Greenbelt residents also appreciate another 
result of the fund drive — the paper’s reorganized delivery service. 
Under the able supervision of Vic Fisher, the crew of delivery 
boys has been increased from eleven to fifteen, the paper routes 
have been redistricted so as to insure better and more reliable 
service, and service has been extended to Lakewood’s 106 homes, 
and to the new Greenbelt Plaza apartments. 

In short, then, we are appealing to the community for funds 
so that we can continue to publish 4-page newspapers regardless 
of the amount of advertising uncome and fo provide prompt and 
relibale distribution of the weekly newspaper to every home in 
Greenbelt free of charge.
